HE AbftraQt of the Behaviour of the 

Church of Scotland to the Epiſcopal 

Diſſenters there, as it b:oke off in our Laft, 
the Remainder continues thus 


UT to return to the H ſtory, the Parlia- 

| ment by their Act, dated 12 June, 1693, 
rakes the Affair of the Church under their 
Confideration, and ratifies the Ad approving 
the Confeſſion of Faith, and ſettling Presby- 
12rian Government; And farder ſtatutes and 
crdains, that no Perſon be admittedd, or con- 
tinue to be 4 Minilter or Preacher within 
this Church, unleſs was be baving firſt talen 
and ſubſcribed the Oath of Allegiance and Bond 
of 4ſſurance, in manner appointed by the fixtb 
AT of thrtſame Seſſion of Parliamens, dated 23 
May, 1653, do alſo ſubſcribe the ſaidConfeſſion 
of Feith, declaring the ſame to be the Confeſſion 
of bis Faith, and that be owns the rine 
therein contained to be the true Doftrine, 
which be will conſhantly adbere to, 4 1a. 
be owns and a:knowledpes Prevbyreris rh 
Government, 4s ſettled by rhe foreſaid wh Ad 


of the ſecon4 Seſſion of that Parliament to be 
the only Government of this Church, and that 
he will ſubmit thereto, and concur therewith, 
and never endeavor diretly or indirectly the 
Prejudice or Subverfion thereof ;, And farder, 
it was ſtatute or ordained by that ſame 44, 
that Uniformity of Worſhip and the Admini- 
ſtration of all publick Ordinances within this 
Church ſhould be obſerved by all the Miniſters 
and Preachers, as the ſame was then per forms 
ed or allowed, or ſhould thereafter be declar'd 
by the Duty of the Church, and that no Mi- 
niſter or Preacher ſhould be admitted or conti- 
nued thereafter, unleſs that be ſubſcribe to ob- 
ſerve, and attually do obſerve the foreſ aid 
Uniformity ; and the Eſtates of Parliamens 
addreſſed their Majeſties, to call a General 
Aſſembly for ordering the Afﬀairs of the Church, 
Cernify;ng ſuch of the Epiſcopal Miniſters as 
were then in Churches, and did not apply 0 
the General Afſzmbly or other Church Fudica- 
tor iet, each Man for himſelf to be received in 
the Terms foreſaid, tbat ibey mighs be depoſed 
by Sentence of the General Aſemtly or other 

Fudi.
